drink to satisfy the physical craving 
which the poison of alcohol had caused. 


Dr. Keeley opened the famous insti- 


tute at Dwight in 1S80, and has since 
treated thousands of persons. Branches 
were established, uniform success at- 
tending them, and today there are Kee- 
ley institutes in every state in the Union, 
in England and on the continent.

His 
dispatches to the depai tment, for\\ ardr-d 
through the consulate at Lorenzo Mar- 
quez, have during that time been regu- 
larly received. 


The only instance of complaint in re- 


spect to the transit of the mails for 
Lorenzo Marquez and Pretoria was in 
November last, when a temporary stop- 
page of the mails occurred at Cape Town, 
against which Mr. Mswum and the con- 
sul at Lorenzo Marqwez protested. Ar- 
rangements were made for the prompt 
delivery of the consular mails' to the 
United States consul general at Cape 
Town, by whom the mail for Mr. Hollia 
and Mr. Maorum was forwarded 
to 


Lorenzo Marquez. 


The delay lasted but a few days and 


has not recurred so far as the depart- 
ment is advised. After that time the 
department's mail for Lorenzo Marquez 
and Pretoria was sent by a neutral 
route, which it appears was known and 
open to Mr. Macrum and Mr. Hollis as 
early as Nov. 16 last. No obstacle, 
therefore, is here known to have existed 
since then to Mr. Macrum's unhampered 
correspondence with the department of 
state. 


At no time while at his post did Mr. 


Macrum report to the department any 
instance of violation by opening or 
otherwise of his official mail by the Brit- 
ish censor at Durban, or by any person 
or persons whatsoever, there or el&e- 
where. Neither has he so Reported since 
he left Pretoria, although having the 
amplest opportunity to do so, by mail 
•while on the way home, and in person 
•when he reported to the department upon 
his return.

tary of state, has the honor to say that 
there is no truth in the charge that a

'was to be used, and if it was low the 
larger was to be employed. The wag- 
on had a brake and a rudder for steer- 
ing. The hounds, instead of having a 
tongue attached, came up over the top 
of the bed and were welded together. 
'A bar was fastened here and extended 
backward three feet. 
There was a 


seat placed at the end of the bar for 
the captain, and he steered by pushing 
the bar to the right or the left. The 
craft rigged out weighed 350 pounds, 
carried a crew of four men, a cargo of 
500 pounds, the camping outfit and 
provisions serving as ballast. 


Before Mr. Peppard started on his 


overland voyage he made a trial one 
mile south of Oskaloosa on the present 
site of the 
Jefferson 
county fair 


grounds. There is a(level stretch of 
several miles, and a good, stiff breeze 
was on. When it struck the large sail, 
the craft stuck its nose down to the 
ground and came near capsizing. He 
slacked sail and set out again with the 
large sheet reefed and the smaller full 
'against the wind, And away it whizzed. 
It went so fast, fca fact, that the box- 
ing in the wheels heated. Then, when 
It went over a little knoll, it leaped 
about 30 feet into the air and came 
down with a crash. 


His vessel was a wreck, but Mr. Pep- 


pard was not discouraged. He made 
new spindles, repaired the damage, and 
in a few days he and three compan- 
ions were ready to start Profiting by 
his first experience, Mr. Peppard chose 
a day to start when the wind was 
blowing only about ten knots an hour. 
'The first day they went 50 miles. 
Their route lay northwest through 
Kansas and across the southwestern 
t>art of Nebraska until they struck the 
South Platte river, and from there 
they went toward Denver. 


"Our best time v^s two miles In 


four minutes," said Mr. Peppard m 
describing the incidents of the jour- 
ney. 
"We could not run faster than 


that rate, as the boxing would have 
heated. One day we went 50 miles In 
three hours and in doing so passed 625 
teams."—Kansas City Journal.

An apparatus by which an engineer 


may test or determine the quality and 
adaption of the coal he receives is de- 
scribed in the Boston Journal 01 Com- 
merce. The test is not intended to be an 
analysis, bnt principally to show the 
amount of fixed carbon in the coal and 
the percentage of ash. As each carload 
is received samples are taken from 20 or 
more parts of the car, thoroughly mixed 
and quartered, each quarter being also 
mixed and quartered until the sample is 
obtained. This sample is then carefully 
weighed, tho volatile matter driven off, 
weighed again, and the carbon consumed, 
and the ash weighed. This estimate is 
important in guarding against the use 
of coal having an undue percentage of 


| ash. The various coals differ in the per- 


I ccutage of ash which they contain, some 


j Cumberland coals having from 12 to 14 


i per cent of ash, while a good New river 


will have as low as 8 or 4 per cent. 
Thus, though the coals may look alike 
to the average engineer, the heat valno 
characterizing them is 10 per cent great- 
er in one description than the other, 
and, ascertaining this, an important 
saving in the cost of fuel may result.

IN CONTRABAND GOODS HE FINOS 


GREATEST PROFITS. 


Method* of frmdinff VeMels 


to Mur Out of tke W»y Corm«r» «f 
the World-How the Caytaia DU- 


of Hl» Cargo. 


The man with a pack on hte back, 


trudging from village to village and of- 
fering for sale at cottage and farm- 
house a miscellaneous collection of 
wares, has his counterpart in the ocean 
peddler, ranglug in size from a schoon- 
er trading among the islands of the 
Pacific to a steamer of 1,000 to 2,000 
tons burden. 


The ocean peddler starts ont from 


Hamburg or San Francisco, the chief 
home ports of the trade, with a definite 
object in view. Sailing from the for- 
mer city the course is generally laid 
either to the coast of Africa or Sooth 
America, having In the bold a varied: 
assortment of goods likely to be mar- 
ketable in the regions visited— cotton 
fabrics, trinkets, arms, ammunition, 
liquors and all spare room filled np , 
•with coal. 


As the largest profits are often de- 


rived from the sale of contraband 
goods, such as munitions of war to In- 
surgent bodies, and as detection by 
regular authorities would lead to con- 
fiscation, several thousand rounds of 
cartridges are probably done up in in- 
nocent looking cases stamped "Canned 
Beef" and a few stands of discarded 
German army rifles in packages label- 
ed "Glass, With Care." 


The captain of such a vessel must 


possess not only ability as a navigator, 
but an expert knowledge of the ra- 
qulrements of h^ trade In addition to 
a plausible tongue wherewith to barter 
and win over the good will of an 111 
disposed official. 
If he does not own 


an interest in the ship, it is generally 
required that he shall In her cargo. 


Trudging along over the ocean at a 


seven or eight knot gait, saving his 
ccal as much as possible, the peddler 
opens his trade by casting anchor in, 
say, a South or Central American port, 
when, having squared the comman- 
dant, he invites merchants and others 
on board to inspect his stock. Duty, 
of course, has to be paid by the pur- 
chaser, but In certain cases that diffi- 
culty Is often overcome by the visitor 
to the ship going ashore swollen out 
perhaps to three times his normal size 
by as many new snits of clothing. 


The greatest good fortune that can 


fall in the way of an ocean peddler is 
for an American or British man-of-war 
to put into some out of the way port in 
which he is lying, short of coal Then 
from his spare stock he sells a few 
hundred tons at as hard a bargain as 
the necessity of the purchaser permits 
him to drive. 


On the Ceatral American coast the 


peddler usually times his visit at about 
the opening of the coffee season— that 
is, early in the new year— so that when 
he has sold out his ware* he is able to 
load up, almost to the water line, with 
the principal export of the country. 


That the ocean peddling trade is not 


without Its dangers is illustrated by a 
story told by a mate of one of those 
vessels. In order to preserve his re< 
spectable character the contraband 
goods are sometimes stored in places 
likely to escape me vigilant eye of tha 
customs officer, and in the case in ques- 
tion the mate's bunk was chosen as 
the safest repository for certain pack- 
ages of dynamite consigned to the lead- 
ers of a Nicaraguan revolution. 


All went well until the night before 


the ship was due to arrive at her desti- 
nation, when a thunderstorm occurred, 
the lightning playing about the masts 
in an alarming manner. 
The mate 


confessed that the idea of turning in 
upon a bed of dynamite under such 
circumstances was not conducive to 
peaceful repose even to one accustom- 
ed to sleep through all manner of dan- 
gers, but with the reflection that if a 
flash found its way to his bunk he 
would not be likely to be made aware 
of the fact he slumbered serenely 
through his watch below and next day 
delivered the ''canned tomatoes" safely 
to the consignee. 


The ocean peddling trade on the Pa- 


cific has been shorn of ranch of its 
profit since the interisland passenger 
traffic in natives, who too often were 
carried as passengers, mnch against 
their will, tt> dive for pearls on the 
great Australian bank, has been ef- 
fectually suppressed. Still a consider- 
able trade is carried on in small ar- 
ticles* of hardware, old clothes, person- 
al trinkets and an occasional case of 
"dry goods," which, if seized, would 
turn out to be remarkably wet— New 
York Sun.

Bad Meat Made Good. 


The subject of tuberculous meat ia 


one>c-? the greatest importance to the 
community at large in view of the fact, 
which has been scientifically demon- 
strated, that it is possible for that dis- 
ease to be propagated by the consump- 
tion of ipeat so tainted. 


Various projects have from time to 


time been suggested for the trearanent 
of meat to-make it harmless to the com- 
munity at large. The safest plan is, of 
course, the destruction of such diseased 
meat. 


A famous German scientist has, bow- 


ever, proposed that tuberculous meat 
should be divided into at least two 
classes, .and only that deeply impreg- 
nated with the germs of disease should 
be condemned' absolutely and irrevoca- 
bly to cremation by the sanitary author- 
ities. Now, however, a proposal has 
been made, based on more accurate ob- 
servation, that the diseased meat should 
riot be thrown away at all, but should 
be potted. 


This operation is to be performed at a 


very high temperature and under steam 
pressure, which •would have the effect 
of completely killing these hardy germa 
In this way much meat which would be 
wasted can be rendered fit for human 
foo'd, and it may be taken with impu- 
nity. Sentiment- will no doubt declare 
against the use of diseased meat in spite 
of the assurance of science.—Pearson'i 
Weekly. 


And She Wasn't Extravagant.

vorce trred in Baltimore, in which, 
among other things, the wife was charg- 
ed with reckless extravagance, had these 
items as a sample of one week's expen- 
ditures by the woman in the case: Hat, 
$200; notions, $50;" chewing gum and 
tobacco, $24; brushes and paints, $10;

Maybe it is because, in proportion to 
the population, there are probably 
more men with large Incomes in Den- 
ver than in any city on the continent, 
not excepting Helena, that used to 
bear that distinction. 
You scarcely 


ever see a badly dressed or an over- 
dressed maa in Denver. Shabby men 
there are in plenty, of course, but I 
don't call a shabby man a badly dress- 
ed man. A badly dressed man is one 
who, while having plenty of means to 
equip himself with a good make up, 
hasn't the taste to do It and therefore 
makes his appearance as a slouch- 
that's the word for it—slouch. A shab- 
by man is simply a man who is on his 
uppers and makes no pretensions.

evening appearances.

San Francisco man in the matter of 
clothes. The San Francisco man with 
an income certainly gets himself up 
•proper,' as we say, and he's got the 
right kind of a make up for every oc- 
casion.

We know Csesnr 
and Hannibal and Napoleon and Oliver 
Cromwell and Henri Quatre and Riche- 
lieu and the Man in the Iron Mask, 
perhaps even a few others. And when 
in company with the hero of the ids- 
toriral nnvel we are ushered into the 
royal presence, we bow and smirk and 
grimace amazingly and knowingly. 
"Charles I? Certainly. His majesty and 
wo are old friends. We possess secrets 
which his majesty would give his crown 
and kingdom to know. M. Posterity has 
confided to us stories that would cause 
his majesty's royal hairs to stand OB end 
like quills upon the fretful porcupine. 
Donjt try to gull us with appearances. 
We know all about what's coming. The 
gracious smile which now illumines his 
majesty's kingly lips is, oh, so droll 1 
How about Whitehall and the block and 
the ax? Ha, hal We are delighted to see 
his majesty in such excellent spirits." 


It is 'to this faculty of making the 


reader feel knowing, of impressing upon 
him his own superiority and the correct- 
ness of his own retrospective surmises 
and decisions, that the makers of his- 
torical romance owe in a great part their 
vogue and popularity. Then out at the 
elbows soldiers of fortune—nay, even 
the wine drawers, the innkeepers and 
the scullery maids whom we meet in the 
historical romance—somehow manage 
to plot and scheme and hobnob with the 
very greatest personages of all times.

A disguised voice 
and stealthy, overcautious demeanor de- 
mand a king or a hero who, in his- 
tory's pages, looms up as mighty or 
mightier than a king. 


Wonder might/ justly be expressed 


that a simple soldier of fortune of the 
Quentin 
Dnrward, D'Artagnan ilk 


should be of such supreme importance to 
the welfare of nations and the safety of 
kings. To deny either the Scot or the 
Gascon would surely be outright heresy. 
They embody old Caledonia and old 
France—as we see them. But the col- 
lective possibilities that are necessary to 
give the historical romance fire and go, 
make in the end it must be acknowl- 
edged, a pretty strong chain of improb- 
abilities. To thoroughly appreciate this 
one would have to read the historical 
romance that is to deal with our das 
and to be written 12 score years hence. 
This, alas, we cannot dol 
What a 


screaming farce it will be when it 
comes! Will it not read like the ravings 
of a madman? How ludicrous will be 
the complications! What an extraordi- 
nary age our own will seem 1 But the 
drollest feature of all will be the sub- 
lime gravity, the supreme sincerity with 
which the whole will be accepted by 
the reader of that future day. How is 
it that, in an age like our own, when 
there are a publisher and a market for 
_every^ literary conceit and absurdity, no 
one FasIhougin, lu anticipate this the 
historical romance of the future. Surely 
it would not be all burlesque. 


What marvelous .things those scribes 


•will be telling of our age and civiliza- 
tion ! What strange and darkling events 
will be made to take place at our very 
doors! The mysteries that aro to be 
cleared up are as nothing to those which 
are to be invented. Our nights and days 
will be given over to tragic intrigues 
and fell deeds. Mulder will stalk our 
streets. Swords will leap and cross, 
knives will gleam, pistols will crack 
along Broadway, or, if we prefer, Re- 
gent street, or the Bingstrasge, or Unter 
den Linden, or the Boulevard des Capu- 
cines. The guet a peur will be supreme. 
•All this will come to pass when the 
scribes of the twenty-seccnd century sit 
down to the task of writing their his- 
torical novels. And then-mother heroes.

The real 
power behind the throne is the impov- 
erished soldier of fortune, of whom the 
romance of the historical novelists of 
the future will tell us. What nets he 
will spread 1 What strange and unholy 
influences he will bring to bear! What 
ingenuity, cunning, valor, patience, 
will he employ before the great scheme 
is consummated and history is made! 
What dangers he will encounter! What 
fearful odds he will overcome! We know 
'he is here. 
Could we doubt the histor- 


ical romance of the future? We see the 
result, we reap its benefit, but the cause, 
the colossal nobody whose machinations 
brought it all about, where is he? Let 
him stand forth that the age may do 
him honor 1—New York Advertiser.

As: to the consular correspondence be- 


ing violated the state department de- 
Clares Macrum never reported such a 
thing1, and if such a thing happened it 
is unknown to both the United States 
and British governments and directly 
contrary to the instructions of the Brit- 
ish government. 
There was only a 


minor delay in the correspondence at 
first, which was at once overcome, and 
subsequently a neutral route by way 
of Delag;oa Bay was adopted. All com- 
munications to and from the state de- 
partment were promptly received, an- 
s\yered and acted upon. Thus Macmm's 
reputation is badly injured. 


Concerning the alliance boggy that 


constantly stalks around the secretary 
pf state has this to say: 


"Answering the second cart of the 


aforesaid resolution, the undersigned, 
secretary of state, has the honor to 
Bay that there is no truth in the charge 
that a secret alliance exists between 
ithe republic of the United States and 
(the empire of Great Britain, that no 
tform of secret alliance is nossible un- 
der the constitution of the 
United 


States, inasmuch as treaties require 
ithe advice and consent of the senate-; 
end finally, that no secret alliance con- 
tention, arrangement or understanding 
(exists between the United States and 
(any other nation."

While Lord Roberts' strategy on the 


ftrestern border of the 
Orange Free 


State raised the seige of Kimberley, 
Weakened the investment of Ladysrnith 
Bnd caused Cronje to retreat for safety 
le/eross the Oransre Free State it has 
by no means, so far as can be gathered 
'from the most recent dispatches, suc- 
teeded in giving British arms much 
Ascendency in South Africa 
A few 


day the British resumed their terrible 
shelling of the Boer position, and on 
that day Cronje asked for an armistice, 
probably to care for1 his wounded. 
Tuesday 50 British guns noured shell 
Into the camp of the Boers for the 
whole day and a Boer hill was taken 
with 50 prisoners. That is our latest in- 
formation up to noon today. 


Bearing this In mind that the dis- 


patch from Lord Roberts to which we 
refer Is dated Tuesday, probably writ- 
ten Tuesday night we must come to the 
conclusion that CroJnje was able to 
withstand the British attack for at 
least 24 hours longer. Had he surren- 
dered, as was expected he would, or 
had he been defeated it la auite likely 
the news would have reached us at 
once. 


The situation would Indicate that 


Cronje has been very materially rein- 
forced and that a decisive result from 
the battle now raging will have a very 
important bearing1 on the war. It is 
likely to develop that Cronje has a far 
greater force than it was understood he 
had when he left the Free State border, 
and we need not be surprised of we 
hear that he was commanding Tuesday 
and "Wednesday as large a force as ever 
a Boer general* directed. 


We must not overlook the report that 


Ladysmith is being bombarded •with 
"unusual 
persistence." 
"What that 


means it is difficult to conjecture. It 
would be reasoned that, considering the 
need of men in the Orang-e Free State, 
the Boers would confine themselves to 
just enough demonstration to keep Bul- 
ler's men engaged. It may be that no 
more than this is meant in the Lady- 
smith activity, 


It would seem bad generalship on the 


part of the Boers to hold a man that 
could be spared in northern Natal, for 
the success of Cronje means infinitely 
more than the fail of Ladysmith, which 
is now pretty well a,dmittea to he out- 
side of the probabilities. 


We want that proof.

It is to be feared that if George

alight. 


The rain continued through the fore- 


noon, and as a result the walks and 
streets were in almost Impassable con- 
dition. Nothing but rubber boots would 
avail against the depth of the slush 
that covered all the walks, and those 
who were unfortunate enough to slipand 
sent up a cloud of spray that resem- 
bled the splash of a stone In a, shallow 
pool in summer time. 


The snow and slush was of a quality 


that stopped up catch basins quicker 
than anything else could possibly do.

MORE PROMOTER'S TALK 


In Regard to the Troy-Williamstown 


Electric Road 


According to the statements of the 


promoters of the Troy, Williamstown 
and Grafton electric railroad, for which 
a survey is now being made, there is 
every confidence that the road will be 
built, and a statement was made to a 
Troy reporter yesterday that 
the 


Hoosac Valley street railway of this 
city would make application to be con- 
solidated with the new line as soon as 
it was completed. This is apparently 
somewhat over enthusiastic, for there 
is no prospect that any consolidation 
will take place even if the new road is 
built. The Troy line is being surveyed 
to start from Southworth avenue in 
Williamstown, and the roads would 
thus connect, so that passengers could 
be transferred from one road directly 
to the other. Arrangements would of 
course be made to have the cars con- 
nect, but this is all that would be 
likely to happen. 


Engineer "William Sllngerland, who ig 


in charge of the survey from Williams- 
town to Troy, says tha.t the survey of 
the road will be completed Saturday 
night. It has been, decided to continue 
the survey through to Troy from Wil- 
liamstown, Instead of poing halfwav 
from this end and then starting1 from 
Troy. Mr. Slingrerland says that the 
difficulties encountered while making 
the survey were not what had been 
expected, and that the grade will at no 
point exceed six r>er cent. This is con- 
oonsdderably less thani grades on many 
roads in cities where there are hills. 


It is said by the promot&rs that work 


on the new road will probabl^ be com- 
menced this summer, and once under 
way will be rapidly pushed to comple- 
tion.

NOBODY HEEDS' THEM. 


Public Indifferent to Signs Fat Up For It! 


Conreuleuce. 


An enterprising advertiser once head- | 


ed a long printed description of hit 
wares with the line, ' 'Do not read this," 
and tho avidity with which every line 
was read stimulated other advertisers 
to resort to the same trick, until it be- 
came old and worthless. Signs in public 
places are treated by the majority of 
people just the same as the catch line of 
years ago. Every horse car and every 
car on tho elevated system carries a si^n 
warning passengers that they must riot 
stand on the platforms, but in the busy 
hours one jraroly sees a car which does 
not carry nil the people it can hold on 
the platform, and no conductor has ever 
made any effort to enforce the rule. Ev- 
ery car on tho Madison avenue lino haa 
signs painted on the doors which give 
orders to keep the front door closed, but 
nobody thinks of paying any attention 
to tho sign, and it seems' to those peo- 
ple who travel on that line that the 
front door is used more on the Madison 
avenue line than on any other. 


In the waiting rooms of the various 


railway stations the signsby which it is 
made known which parts of the place 
are for women might as well be removed 
because no one seems to take the least 
notice of them, and the benches in the 
waiting shed of the Grand Central sta- 
tion, over which a sign is posted, "Ee- 
served For Women," would be occupied 
by men continually if the employees 
did not call attention to the sign. 


At most places where people buy 


tickets, in banks where there aro crowds 
of depositors or people who wish to 
draw funds from the institution, there 
are signs showing on which side the line 
fcrms, and still there is never a day in 
any of the larger of these places when 
some people do not make desperate ef- 
forts to form a line all by themselves 
and work against the one which had 
been formed before they came. They are 
of the same class who refuse to keep to 
the right, and when they come through 
a swing door on the left side and re- 
ceive a bump hardly appreciate the ser- 
mon contained in the few words which 
the other man utters:,' 'Serves you right I 
Keep to the right!" 


But there is one sign in public places 


the disregard for which has aroused 
much comment. It is in regard to spit- 
ting, and the evil that has been wrought 
by the practice has been so thoroughly 
discussed by scientific men that hundreds j 
of people have determined that they 1 
would help to enforce the rules of the , 
health department and make at least 
one sign more than a dead letter.—JJew 
York Tribune. 


Franklin's Desk. 


One of the most valuable and interest- 


ing pieces of furniture in Philadelphia is 
owned by Dr. Roland G. Curtin and has 
a place of honor in his office, at 22 South 
Eighteenth 
street. 
It is Benjamin 


Franklin's desk, the very one he used 
for 20 or more years, and at which he 
did most of his writing, and in which 
he kept most of his papers. 


It is big and broad, with a flat top 


and two tiers of ample English oak 
drawers and two drawers in the middle, 
Thero are two fronts, making both sides 
alike. The wood is the finest solid ma- 
hogany, the brasswork is handmade 
and the desk \yas evidently intended to 
last for generations. A great stack of 
letters and old newspaper clippings tell 
the story of the desk. 


After the death of Dr. Franklin it 


came into the possession of the well 
known Philadelphia exchange brokers. 
One letter is very curious. It is from 
Rev. Edwin Town, to whose uncle it 
was bequeathed by Mr. Whelen. That 
letter is to "William Bradford, a member 
of councils iu 1857, after the desk was 
placed in Independence hall and attract- 
ed great attention. In it, after explod- 
ing the theory that Dr. Franklin and 
Mr. Whelen had private transactions 
•which led to the possession of the desk, 
Mr. Town says: "I shall continue to be- 
lieve, as I have for the last 40 years, 
that the desk was absolutely the proper- 
ty of Dr. Franklin and that Mr. Whelen, 
Sr.f came into possession of it either be- 
fore the doctor's death or soon after, 
when a part of his effects were disposed 
of, including the old desk, which Joseph 
Carr, formerly of Bertram's garden, 
the errand boy of Dr. Franklin at the 
time of his death (1V90), is positive he 
remembers as occupying a place in the 
chamber on the right of the entrance 
hall of the doctor's mansion, which 
stood at that day on the ground now oc- 
cupied by Franklin place." 


Dr. Curti* got the desk from one of 


the present members of the Town fam- 
ily. It has been estimated that it may 
be 160 years old.—Philadelphia Times.

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


When setting out canes of blackberries 


and raspberries, cut them to within six 
inches of the ground.

When setting out trees of any kind, 


never put manure in the hole made ready 
to receive them. If manure is necessary, 
mix it thoroughly with the soil. 


Look over the orchard carefully and see 


that the labels left oa the newly planted 
trees are not too tight, as the wire, cut- 
ting into the wood, may stop the flow of 
sap and kill the limb. 


While salt, will kill weeds to a certain 


extent, is a remedy for some kinds of 
grubs and helps to make plant food in tha 
soil available, care must be taken in using 
it. Too much of it will kill your plant 
also.

Writes of Those Who Crit- 


icize Philippine War. 


WHAT AMERICANS ARE DOING 


For the Country and the People. "Anti- 


Expansionists" As Q oied in Phil- 


ippines Make Soldiers Squirm. 
Ashamed of Some of the 


'•Soldier's Letters." 


The following- are extracts from the 


letter from Sergeant Paul Goodrich 
rich published in the Drury Academe,x 
and mentioned yesterday. The letter 
begins by thanking the school for a 
gift sent at Christmas time, and con- 
tains much that will be of great gen- 
eral intere&t. 
Paco Station, Manila, P. I. Dec. 23, 1899. 
Dr. H. H. Cadsby, North Adams, Mass., 


Dear Sir: It was indeed a surprise 


to receive such a generous Christmas 
present from fiiends at Drury. Twenty- 
one dollars is forty-two "pesos" (Mex- 
ican silver dollars), or two hundred and 
ten "pesetas," the coin in which 
Spanish accounts are reckoned here. I 
.» 
shall 
greatly 
-enjoy 
spending the 


amount, for that is about all a soldiei 
can do with money—spend it. We must 
wear 
government shoes, hats and 


clothes, and draw government blankets 
for our bamboo beds; our equipments 
are not our own, but they take up al- 
most all the roo-n that each man is 
allowed in the Barracks, so that one 
can rarely spend his funds for knick- 
knacks and permanent comforts as one 
might 
at 
home, 
but 
one 
is 


rather driven to using them tor "ex- 
pendable" luxuries •« hich are enjoyed 
while they last and take up no room. 


Thus soldiers, are, as a class, often 


considered careless and wasteful, com- 
pared with their more thrifty citizen 
brothers. Since he cannot buy an easy 
chair, a piano, or a mantel-clock on 
the installment plan, having no place 
to put it, a soldier is more apt to 
squander a good part of hife fifteen 
dollars a month on a trip to Ca,vite, or 
up the Dagapan R. R , besides enjoy- 
ing a few good dinners in the city, 
which cost about $1.50 apiece here yet. 
Then he settles down to his tin dishes 
and bacon and coffee again v, ith con- 
tentment awaiting another pay day. 
Being like other soldiers, I at once pro- 
ceeded to the city for a hotel meal, with 
a couple of friends, one of -\\hom has 
since gone to the hospital, though I 
hope I am not to blame. Spanish cook- 
ing- is very different from American! 


We are in charge of one of the dis- 


tricts of Manila which we patrol. Every 
other twenty-four hours the men go on 
duty and patrol up and down their 
posts on certain streets. Thus we get 
but "one night in." 


Under American police regulations 


the condition of the city is rapidly being 
made better. The next step will be to 
see that these Amencm laws and ways 
are superior to their o^ n and are meant 
for their good. This is now understood 
by the intelligent Filipinos. In most 
of the more distant towns the arrival 
of the American forces is welcomed by 
the farmers, 
working people, and 


store-keepers, etc. The turbulent na- 
tive bands, living by no work, collect- 
ing heavy and irregular taxes, are 
gladly exchanged for American protec- 
tion, open courts, 
and 
free action. 


There are yet some marauding bands 
which hold together and threaten their 
neighbors into aiding them in their de- 
sire to fight. There are lots of lazy 
fellows all about who had rather liv'e 
easily by fighting a little, looting more, 
and loafing all the time. Such a des- 
picable band of marauders killed that 
great American chief, General 
Law- 


ton, the other day. 


In this city the populace gees about 


its work; factories and stcxres £ive em- 
ployment to 
hundreds of contented 


Filipinos; the na'tive police force does 
its work well; all the consuls from the 
English and Russian to the Chinese 
and 
Brazilian unite in requesting 


American authority to continue. 


When General Washington won at 


Yorktown he sent back Cornwallis' 
sword, reviewed the troops assembled, 
and then he and his compatriots at 
once turned %their attention to law and 
industry. 
When the insurgents saw 


Manila surrendered, not by their efforts 
but by American prowess, their first 
thought was of the loot and plunder. 
They were sulky because not allowed 
to make their revenge on the Spanish 
city a bloody disgrace, and a strong 
American guard had to be placed on 
the Escolta, bridge in order to check 
them. 


The many crafty, bright, and am- 


bitiously unscrupulous leaders 
who 


have brought such severe punishment 
upon this island should be effectually 
silenced when once caught. The com- 
parisons o£ Aguinaldo with Washing- i 
ton seem to us like idiotic vaporings, 
and 
when 
papers quote them as 


speeches from Massachusetts, 
"the 


home of the anti-expansionists," they 
make one squirm. 


It is always bad policy for a common 


fMier, :nith no reliable sources of in- 
formation to express ideas on large 
subjects, or even to send home written 
accounts of doings here; for he only 
sees one little corner of a situation, at 
the most, guesses at the rest, and at 
best, even if entirely truthful, he gives 
a very mistaken idea. No one is more 
ashamed of the "Soldier's Letters" that 
we read, about the heroic deeds of the 
author and the poor generalship of the 
leaders, etc,, than the soldier himself. 
Don't believe any of us for we do not 
have so good sources of inTormation as 
you yourselves in the States. 


Our little work here now is keeping 


order in this corner of the city. We 
have two small houses for barracks 
and have kept one room for a reading 
room where we have a pile of Har- 
per's Monthlies of 1S8S, '8!t, to '95. Some 
storiea I remember reading \\hcn my 
desk window looked down Drury lane, 
but they are good to see again. 
I 


have bought some paper, ink, pens, 
blotters, mucilage, etc., for a table we 
hav$ there and you may be sure the 
boys appreciate it. I also got a few 
books—"Lorna Doone," 
"Master of 


Ballantrae," etc., etc.,—and these are 
all in use in the company. 


We appreciate the gift and the spirit 


that prompted it.
